IgURVEYING briefly the social con- 
dition fn England at the . present 
time, with -référence to , the present; 
status of Socialism in.^tliat country .as 
well ad on the Continent, ' .Delbert 
Clarke "iniflatcd the.seasbn's^actlvl- 
ties for the Labour Club byia^iidriss 
déliver.cd last night, in the StoS^Ma 
Hall on an outline "of "Social Condi- 
tions In ; England." . Mr. Clarke, Is . a 
praduatc of,; the Uiilversity of Saskat- 
chewan, has "taken pMt-gradiwitc 
studies in the ÙWyerelty ■ of . Lmdpn, 
and at the pi:esèhîjtime .isj'i^ 
with , the .Depaiiment' ;bf Sociology at 
McaiU University, -^^ ; \ / • 

In hta r introductory ; remarks, thé 
siiedliér ' gavé his jmpressioiis of the 
general conditions of England as a 
result of his recent visit there. He de- 
plored the ex^tence or thé slum' dis- 
tricts, and gave numeroiia illustrations 
of the filthy and;.uinfialtiitwry living con- 
ditions of a large per cent of the popu- 
lation of . the country. England, . ac- 
cording to the lecturer, is à country 
which is partly exploited by capitalists 
'and manufacturers, partly set aside for 
ho other reasoni^thatyas a settlement 
for retired mlUionaTro^ the rest 
constitutes the iiird working farming
